Wonaderful Subterranean Passage.| 


Recent proceedings in the Hungarian | 
Parliament disclosed a most remarkable | 
discovery. The story,as condensed from 
the official reports, is that two peasants, 
from the village of Ivan-Egerzeg, near | 
the ancient city of Veszprim, and not 
far from Lake Balaton, came to Pesth, 
and to a jeweller offered some broken} 
fragments of what evidently was some} 
very old golden ornament for female | 
wear, probably a bracelet or band for) 
the upperarm. The jeweller questioned 
the shepherds, and, their answers being | 
unsatisfactory, he had the men arrested | 
on supicion of being thieves. On the! 
examination, they told a tale which w: as | 
so astonishing that it was communicated | 


to the minister of the interior, and this} 
functionary ordered an investigation by 
scientific officers. The information of| 
the shepherds was, that in the woods| 
skirting Ivan- Reese where they had} 
some huts for shelter when out at night, 
they had been digging at a little hill. 
Suddenly they came upon what appeared 
to be a square structure of brick walls, | 
with a stone covering the aperture. Re-| 
moving this stone, they found that these | 
wards enclosed an opening into the earth, 
and resolved to sound its depth. Lower- 
ing a stone tied to a rope, they ascer- 
tained that the shaft, about three feet in 
diameter, or nine square feet, descended 
perpendicularly to a depth of over a hun- 
dred square feet. The pebble they had 
lowered, reached what seemed like a! 
stone floor beneath, and from the sound 
itself, they judged that this opening must 
lead to some large subterranean cavern 
or hall. A day er two afterward the 
shepherds were again at work. They 
prepared a small square board, freighted 
with stones, and in the centre of it they 
placed three lighted candles. This they 
let down through the shaft, and by the 
light of the candles, they saw distinctly 
that the inner sides of the shaft were 
smooth and apparently ended in some 
large” apartment. They next prepared a 
rope ladder of the requisite length, se- 
cured several lanterns, and then one of 
them let himself down the shaft. At the 
bottom he stood in wonderment as he 
gazed upon a large square hall, the walls 
covered with faded paintings, chairs, 
benches and tables, standing around, or- 
namented with gold and ivory, and large 
heavy doors, hung on golden hinges, 
leading to other rooms. The shepherd 
climbed the ladder and told his com- 
panion of the discovery. Both of them 
went down together, and found them- 
selves in a succession of rooms, abound- 
ing with elaborately carved furniture of 
a style they had never seen before. In 
some of them were low, large stands, 
evidently once used for beds ; there were 
also closets, bureaus containing armlets,. 


rings, medals, coins, daggers, chains, 
swords, shields and helmets. There were 


also breastplates of leather, covered with 
iron and studded with ornaments in gold. 
Some of the armlets they took away, 
broke them up and carried them to Pesth 
for sale, in which transaction they were 
arrested, as above stated. The officers 
of the Hungarian Ministry of the Inte- 
rior, began their investigation under the 
ancient law, which makes all such dis- 
coveries the property of the crown, and 
their report, as communicated to Parlia- 
ment, is still more startling. Their re- 
searches clearly establish it as a fact 
that this subterranean structure was un- 
doubtedly an old Roman castle, built 
many centuries before the Huns and 
Magyars left their Asiatic homes to in- 
vade this part of Europe.

A Practical Use of Dogs. 


It is a fact, perhaps not generally 
known, that there is a firm doing busi- 
ness in San Francisco, who purchase the 
thousands of dogs slaughtered by the 
Pound master of that city, or that may 
have been otherwise killed, for which 
they pay forty cents each. The carcasses 
are conveyed to their manufactory at 
South San Francisco, where the skins 
are removed and sold to the tanneries, 
the hair taken off and resold to plasterers, 
the hides tanned, and made into gloves, 
and sold in the market. The denuded 
carcass is then thrown into a huge caul- 
dron and boiled until the bones are easily 
separated from the flesh, when they are 
removed and sold to the sugar refineries, 
where they are ground to a fine powder 


and used to clarify sugar. The oil that | 


rises to the surface of the boiling mass is 
skimmed off and manufactured into cod- 
liver oil, and the remainder is used for 
the purpose of fattening hogs.

How Deep | to Plant. 


The proper depth to plant seeds is a 
question of considerable importance, and 
one which, like many other similar ques- 
tions relating to plants’ growth, cannot 
receive a definite answer that would be 
of general or universal application. In 
dry, sandy soils, situated in dry climates, 
a deeper covering will be required than 
would be judicious where both soil and 
climate indicate the reverse of these con- 
ditions. For instance, it has been shown 
that peas continue longer in bearing con- 
dition on sandy soils, when sown at a 
depth of six inches, than they do when 
placed nearer the surface. 


Save the Soapsuds. 


However deplorable washing day may 
be to the household, (and the careful 
house mistress or tidy maid has it in her 
power to greatly modify its discomforts.) 
to the garden it is a very bountiful” day. 
Our hungry and thirsty grape vines and 
flowers are glad of every drop of wash 
water, and will repay every bit of fatigue 
it may cost us to give them this fertilizer. 
If the sun isshining hot when we go out 
te dispense our favor, it is best for us to 
dig a slight trench not far from the root 
of the plant, and pour the water into it, 
and cover again with the top soil. This 
makes the water go farther, and at the 
same time does not tempt the rootltes to

Analysis of Liquors. 


At the request of numerous corres- 
pondents, we publish the result of the 
examinations of liquors from the town 
of Quincy, made by Prof. James F. Bab- 
cock, Assayer and Inspector of Liquors 
to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
as given in March last. 

[The figures following a description 
of each sample of liquor, denotes the 
per centage of alcohol therein.]

The treasurer charged the 
loss to the town, which report was not 
accepted and now the point is, to decide 
who shall suffer the There were 
no endorsers on the note, which the se- 
lectmen say was contrary to their in- 
structions, as there should have 
two. In fact, the whole affair shows a 
loose way of doing business, and should | 
be a warning to other tewn officials.

Taking an average of the United 
States with the highest postal receipts, 
we lind that the citizens pay an annual 
per capita of $2 0] for postage.‘ Of these 
cities pays the largest sum, 
amounting to $951,284 gross, or $3 80 
per head. New York pays $316 and 
Chicago $3.03. Brooklyn’s per capita is 
only forty-two cents.

A Pretty Ornament. 


The Fruit Recorder gives afew hints 
for making a very handsome ornament 
for the wall. Obtaina neat pasteboard 
box about one and a half inches deep, 
twelve inches long and nine wide, line 
neatly with tinted paper, lavender or 
straw color. Make a cross of thin strips 
of wood, let the proportions be about 
two-thirds the recess case, with arms 
one-third less than the body; cover 
with candle-wick, and lay on a satura- 
ted solution of alum until crystalized on 
the four end edges, but leaving the back 
clear, otherwise it would not adhere to 
the paper; make a number of autumn 
leavesjof the tinted wax (sold in sheets 
for such work,) crimson, scarlet, yellow 
and brown, in many shades of each col- 
or.

‘TOWN BY-LAWS. 


The following By-Laws were passed 
by the town of Quincy, on the 20th of 
March last, the meeting being an ad- 
journment of the annual March Meeting; 
and are now published according to Law, 


| having been approved by the Superior 


Court, May 9th, 1876. 


I. The financial year shall begin with 
the first day of February in each year, 
and end with the last day of January fol- 
lowing. 

II. There shall be chosen, at the an- 
nual meeting, three Auditors of Ac- 
counts, who shall audit the accounts of 
the Treasurer and Collector; and for 


this purpose they may have access to, 
}and examine all accounts kept by the 
Selectmen, School Committee, Survey-' 
ors of Highways, Engineers of the Fire’ 
Department,*and all other town officers. | 


They shall report in writing at least seven 


days before the annual March town meet- | 


ing. 
III. Itshall be the duty of the Se- 
lectmen, on or about the first day of 


eee 


without an order therefor, signed by a 
majority of the Selectmen. 

XVII. Whenever the town shall au- 
thorize the sale of any public property 
of greater value than one hundred dol- 
lars, it shall be disposed of by auction, 
and a description of the property to. be 
sold, and the time and place of sale 
shall be advertised by bills, posted in 
conspicuous public places, at least seven 
days before the sale, and in any news- 
paper published in the town, in the issue 
immediately preceding the sale. 

XVIII. The Selectmen shall keep a 
complete record of their proceedings at 
all their meetings, and all votes shall be 
taken by yeas and nays, and said record 
shall always be open to the inspection of 
the citizens of the town. 


XIX. No person shall suffer any ani- 
mal under his control to pasture upon any 
public way, provided nothing herein con- 
tained shall affect the right of a person 
to use the land within the limits of the 
| way adjoining his own premises. 

XX. No person shall suffer a horse 
| under his control to go at an immoderate 
lrate, in any public way within the town, 
so as to thereby endanger the life, safety,

The Annual Report shall contain 
estimates carefully prepared by the Se- 
lectmen, Overseers of the Poor, School 
Committee, Surveyors of Highways, 
Engineers of the Fire Department and 
Trustees of the Public Library, respec- 
tively, of the amounts required in the 
several departments for the ensuing 
year. 

Y. The School Committee shall print 
and distribute their Annual Report, with 
their estimute of the appropriation re- 
quired for Schools for the current year, 
at least seven days before the annual 
March town meeting. 

VI. The Selectmen shall have full 
authority as agents of the town, to insti- 
tute and prosecute suits in the name of 
the town, and to appear and defend suits 
brought against it, unless it is otherwise 
specially ordered by a vote of the town. 

VII. The Selectmen may authorize 
the Treasurer to borrow money tempora- 
rily, in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes, and to give promissory notes there-

All Poll Taxes shall be due and 
payable in fourteen days after demand. 

XIII. The tax on Estates shall be due 
and payable on the first day of Novem- 
ber in each year.

No person shall continue to 
form one of a group of three or more 
persons, standing or being near to each 
otheron any side-walk, or public place, 
in such a manneras to obstruct the free 
passage of foot passengers, after having 
been requested by a constable or police 
officer to move away. 

XXVI. No person shall place or cause 
to be placed in any public way, or place 
in the town, any ashes, garbage,carrion, 
shavings, filth, oyster shells, offals, or 
any kind of rubbish, exeept in such place 
and in such manner as shall be directed 
by the Selectmen. 

XXVII. No person shall make any 


bonfire, or other fire, or kick foot-ball, or 
play at ball, or throw stones orsnow-balls, 
or other missiles, in any public way. 

XXVIII. No person shall fire India 
crackers, nor any fire-works, nor any ex- 
plosive compound, nor discharge any 
kind of fire-arm in any public way, nor 
throw such fire-work or explosive mate- 
rial within the limits of any public way. 

XXIX. No person shall lead, or 
cause, permit, or suffer to be led, into 
any street or other way, or running 
stream,:in the town, or construct, or per- 
mit or suffer to remain,any open drain, 
pipe, conductor or conduit, opening into 
or upon such street or other way, or run- 
ning stream, from any house or other 
building in the town, whereby filthy 
water or any other unclean matter’ may 
be emptied into or upon any street or 
other way, or running stream. 


XXX. The Selectmen shall annually 
appoint three or more Police officers, 
pursuant to General Statues, Chap. 18, 
Sect. 38, who, in addition to their other 

| duties required by the laws of the Com- 
| monwealth, shall make complaints and 
carry into execution any judgments for 
violations of these by-laws. The compen- 
sation of such police officers shall be 
} fixed by the Selectmen. 

XXXI. Every violation of any of the 
| foregoing By-Laws shall be pynished by 
‘a fine of not less than two dollars nor 
| more than twenty dollars, to be recov- 
}ered by complaint before the East Nor- 
| folk District Court, or any Court compe- 
| tent to try the same. 

| XXXII. All penalties recovered for 
| the violation of either of the foregoing 
| By-Laws shall be paid into the treasury 
'of the town, to enure to such use as the 
town from time to time shall direct.
